Airport Would Bo a Boon to Madison County; 
Those Who Want It Built May Need to Say So 

With the Illinois governor's chief transpor¬ 
tation advisor reporting that no final site selec¬ 
tion has been made for the metropolitan area 
airport proposed for this region, Madison coun¬ 
ty residents hopeful of seeing such an airport in 
this county may wish to make their views known 
to Gov. Ogilvie, whose mailing addreM is the 
Executive Mansion in Springfield. 

Because both negative and positive atti¬ 
tudes are taken into account, Troy area opposi¬ 
tion to a potential site in that vicinity may have 
caused some damage to efforts to locate a ma¬ 
jor hub airport in Madison county. Unless 
' others ^eak up. their silence may incorrectly 
imply that the Troy group was speaking for 
every orie. 

Disadvantages, primarily the noise prob¬ 
lem and the loss of property from tax rolls, 
pale into insignificance when compared with 
the huge economic stimulus generated by a 
major national airport. 

The airport itself and related commercial 
and industrial development might well reverse 
the trend which has beset the St. Louis metro¬ 
politan area, growth at a pace less than the na¬ 
tional average. Along with its impact on the 
entire bi-state area, it would be a great boon to 
th^ area adjacent to the landing field itself. In 
fact, the entire territory between it and Lambert 
Airport would be likely to receive intense eco¬ 
nomic development. , 

Quad-Cityana are eager to see a new air¬ 
port established in Illinois to serve this region, 
whose awesome potential fully justifies the 
multi • hundred - million - dollar investment re- 

Their second wish is that the Illinois site 
be in Madison county itself—a wish fully in ac¬ 
cord with the need to situate the airport as 
closely and conveniently’ as possible to down¬ 
town St. Louis.

‘Guarantee’ Empty; Supervisors Should Direct 
Budget Specifically to Quad-Cities Center 

A footnote to the mental health finarrees 
discussed in the last issue is provided by the 
"guarantee" which has been reported by Gran¬ 
ite City Supervisor Nelson Hagnauer. chairman 


of the Finance Committee of the County Board 
of Supervisors. 

The supervisors are to act on the county 
governmental budget for the next year at their 
monthly meeting Wednesday morning at the 
courthouse in Edwardsville. it contains a gen¬ 
erally-worded $102,770 item for mental health 
in the Granite City area. 

in discussing the budget at a press confer¬ 
ence a few days ago. Finance Chairman Hag¬ 
nauer said the County Mental Health (708) 
Board has made no commitment to spend the 
appropriation or to allocate it to the Madison 
County Mental Health Society Quad-Cities Cen¬ 
ter at 2044 State street. 

He relayed the /IIS Board's comment that 
the Granite City clinic, if closed, is guaranteed 
by the 708 Board to be reopened after a max¬ 
imum of two days and that a staff would be 
available. We have no doubt at. all that this is 
what he was told, but there is considerable 
doubt that the "guarantee" has any meaning. 

The background to tjhe. dispute is that the 
708 Board wants to arbitrarily/ shut off county 
lax funds to the Quad-Cities Center unless the 
center board agrees to fire the executive direc¬ 
tor of the clinic. This oversteps the authority 
of the 708 Board, which instead should meet 
with the Quad-Cities Center board to set up 
whatever added reporting procedures and ex¬ 
penditure controls seem reasonable. Instead, the 
706 Board seeks to "throw Us weight around" 
in a "rule or ruin" ultimatum. 

The Quad-Cities Center should be allowed 
to continue in operation. It should not be 
closed, nor should it be replaced with some 
sort of substitute agency. *^6 Illinois Depart¬ 
ment of Mental Health and other informed 
groups have made it clear that.any "guarantee" 
of continued services to the public would not 
be worth the paper it is written on. 

Hagnauer and other County Board mem¬ 
bers should not be fooled by empty promises. 
Just any building or staff will^ not do; a new 
agency perhaps could succeed in spending the 
money, but not in providing the kind of coun¬ 
seling that is essential. 

The proper course by the County Board of 
Supervisors in its budget action Wednesday is 
tOiiallocate the $102,770 not in a general why 
but to the Quad-Cities Center that is now in 
existence. 


Right-of-Way Acquisition Brightens 
Prospect for New North-South Route 

City acquisition of a substantial part of the 
right-of-way brightens the prospect for early 
provision of an access route along the railroad 
tracks which bisect Granite City. 

The additional north-south traffic artery is 
badly needed, as is obvious from the continuing 
auto congestion here. 

The highway would be harder to establish 
if the land near the tracks was being crowded 
with buildings and other developments. But the 
strip of land is not being utilized, thanks to the 
foresight of the various property owners, who. 
are aware of the need and do not wish to place 
obstacles in the path of the project. 

The proposed route not only would pro¬ 
vide a convenience to drivers, but also would 
enhance traffic safety. Its location paralleling 
the railroad tracks, somewhat similar to State 
street in Madison, would .limit turns to one 
rather thAr two directions, Sjecreasing the like¬ 
lihood of collisions. 

Right-of-way gifts similar to those already 
received would dramatize the depth of public 
interest in better traffic flow—and would sim¬ 
plify the legislative steps by >yhich Granite City 
council members could create the new street. 
Such gifts also would help cfireclly to keep the 
cost of the improvement at a minimum.

It might interest you to know 
the Constitution of 1818 original¬ 
ly was drawn to permit the 
governor to appoint the auditor 
and other officers, but was 
changed just to get the first 
auditor, Elijah C. Berry, into 
office. 

Berry was the territorial au¬ 
ditor just before statehood. The 
first constitutional convention 
wanted'him to be the first state 
auditiM' but didn’t think the new 
governor - would appoint him. 
So the convention declared in a 
schedule that the auditor should 
be appointed by the General 
Assembly. 


He was chosen by the Assem¬ 
bly until the Illinois Constitu¬ 
tion was redrawn in 1848. Since 
then, he has been elected by the 
pe^le. He has never been ap¬ 
pointed by the Governiw except 
to fill a vacattcy. 

There are many other Im¬ 
portant issues fw- the Conven¬ 
tion to decide. Should judges be 
appCHnted instead of elecfed? 
Should the state debt limit be 
raised without referendum? 

Should there be a ceiling on 
the income tax? Should it be 
graduated? Should annual legis¬ 
lative sessions be made manda¬ 
tory? Slwuld the gorernor md 
lieutenant governor be elected 
as a team from the same par¬ 
ty? 

If we tried to analyze evMy 
issue in detail, this meeting 
would go on longer than the 
Constitutional Convention of 
I^, which ran until 1922 and 
produced a document which the 
voters turned down. 

What we hope to accomplish 
is to write a fundamental law 
that will be brief, simple, worit- 
able and in tune with tbe times. 

The cotistitution should give 
tbe legislature power to ran the 
government. It should not bind 
the Goteral Assembly with re¬ 
strictions that might prove un¬ 
workable or unreasonable 25 or 
so years from now. 

We don't want to i^ck up the 
worst defect of the old constitu- 
tloir—its rigidity. 

The old Illinois Constitution, 
for example, limits to $250,000 
the amount of indebtedness the 
state can contract to meet cas¬ 
ual defects or failures in tiie 
revenues without approval of 
the people in a statewide refer¬ 
endum. 

This was reasonable in 1870, 
but is totally unrealistic now. 
We had to get around it by 
creating new public authorities 
such as the Illinois Building Au- 
Utori^ and the Toliway Com¬ 
mission. which are authorized 
to go into debt for much larger 
sums. 

We need progressive, flej^de 
law for a progressive forward 
moving state, the best place in 
the world In which to live and 
raise a family.
